‘MAKES DAYLIGHT 
CAPTURE OF STILL 
AT GROUARD 


Constable Campbell, Alberta Pro- 
vincial Police, Makes Impor- 
tant Seizure in North 


Foliowing up @ long chain of clues 
with precision, and timing his raid 
to the last detall Constable Campbell 
of the Alberta provincial police at 
Grouard, made daylight capture 
Thursday of an illicit whisky still and 
Its alleged operators, that not only 
provided a sensation in Grovard, ‘but 
proved io be one of the most import- 
ant seizures of the kind ever made dn 
the north In the building, waiting 
for its conversion into “squirrel,” was 
a mass of mash, consisting of over 
225 gallons of fermenting potatoes, 
prunes and raisins, Constable Camp- 
beil also found a quantity of finished 
achoho!l and whisky. 

The still was one of the aimplest, 
vet most effective, seen by the police 
It ed of two gwivanized boilers 
kept ting on a gas stove and diés- 
tiling by means of ice-and-steam cor 
densation. Over twelve gallons oF 
first-run beverage could be distilled 
during a day, it was confessed after 
ihe capture. 

The outfit had en brought in to 
Grouard only a few daye before, ite 
course of reaching the town being 
traced for 766 miles by Const. Camp- 
bell before he Cound an opportune 
time far the raid. Although he work- 
ed entirely alome on the case, the 
complete eucocess of the seizure was 
best summed up by the words under- 
s'ood to have been said by the sup- 
posed “operator” when Campbe!! walk- 
ed in Thure@day afternoon. “You 
have surely taken us like a gentleman, 
constable, for you come in with your 
uniform on in broad daylight.” The 
completeness of the @unprise was evid 
ent, since the big budiding on the out- 
skirts of the town where operations 
were carried on, provided four out- 
side doors for means of escape, and 
the constable made ¢he raid without 
a hiteh and carried it through entirely 
unaided.
